MASON AND IUXON’K M\K. 

Mason and Dixon’s line was the 
name given to the boundary line be¬ 
tween Pennsylvania and Maryland, 
which was surveyed in 1763-7 by 
Charles Mason and Jeremiah Dixon, 
two English civil engineers. Tins sur¬ 
vey was intended to settle a number 


of long-standing border disputes be¬ 
tween the two colonies. It ran due 
w st. m north latitude 39 degrees. 43 
minutes, 2G.3 seconds for 245 miles. 
The line was surveyed in 1S49, but
